;r'::vr3.  but  picking  and  ginning  ha-vo  been  retarded  by  recurring  rains,  especially 
c.\'or  the  'kYostcrn  half  of  the  state. 


The  percentage  of  samples  classed  this  week  in  various,  grades,  sho^v  prac- 
tically the  same  distribution  as  last  v/eck.    About  89  percent  of  the  samples  classed 
from  the  Delta  wore  Strict  Middling  or  bettor^  about  54  percent  in  the  BroTJH  Loam 
Toit  Vfore  classed  in  these  grades^  and  about  45  percent  in  the  Coastal  Plains  and 
Black  Land  in  these  grades. 

Staple  lengths  for  the  entire  state  continue  to  show  vast  improvement 
over  those  for  the  sare  time  last  season.     In  the  1922  crop  at  this  tiiae,  only 
r.8,5  percent  of  the  samples  classed  from  the  state  were  l-l/s  inches  and  longer, 
Thilo  the  report  released  today  shovfs  44.0  percent  in  these  lengths.    There  has 
alco  been  a  marked  improvement  in' the  1  to  l-l/32  inch  group  when  results  to  date 
•'.•his  year  ci.ro  compared  v/ith  those  of  last  year-    About  20  percent  of  the  samples 
clc-.oced  thio  year  have  becai  in  this  group,  contracted  with  7.6  percent  for  the  same 
dai.o  last  year.     The  improvonent  in  this  group  can  be  noted  in  each  soil  district 
reported  iipcn  but  is  m.ost  marked  in  the  Coastal  Plains  where  the  percentages  have 
chan;:nd  from  5,"  for  1932  to  38.1  for  1933,    A  groat  deal  of  comunity  effort  in 
ccttoa  Jnproremer.t  has  boon  made  in  a  largo  number  of  the  counties  of  the  Coastal 
PJ.'-..1j:s  ana  hho  results  are  already  apparent  at  this  early  date.    There  has  been  but 
ii-.tlj  change  fi'on  last  year  in  the  Brovm  Loa.m  Bolt  in  this  length  and  the  samples 
ci.uiised  from  the  Delta  indicate  a  decrease  from  5,5  percent  a  year  ago  to  none  in 
thifs  length  to  date  this  year. 

Ginning  has  just  begun  on  an  active  scale  in  the  Coastal  Plains  District 
of  /irkanso.s  but  the  sam.ples  so  far  classed  from  that  area  are  insufficient  in  nxm- 
boi'  to  justi^i.'y  a  report      No  samples  have  yet  been  rccoived  from  Tennessee,  although 
soi.ie  scattered  ginning  has  been  done  in  the  Coastal  Plains  District.

The  staple  length  of  t^'e"S88sasBtei&«-<5"Mssed  this  week  compared  with  those 
of  last  week  i.nd:;cate  a  cor-o"'.i:-'!rjc.  irnprovcnvint  for  the  Si:;atG  of  Mississippi,  Com- 
oarcd  wihh  4'l-o0  roroont  i-l.'S  ■.r.Q.'^^r^z  i^no.  i:jr.g''-ir  for  Is.st  wook,  the  report  issued 
today  sha\vs  cO«.&  percent  l-i/'S  i.achos  and  lori;";or.      To  date,   of  all  samples  classed 
from  the  entire  State  of  Mississippi,  54.,6  Percent  have  boon  l-l/s  inches  and  longer. 

In  the  Dolta  of  Mississippi  to  date,  the  samples  classed  have  boon  98.1 
percent  l-l/s  inches  and  lonjjCr.     in  tho  Brovm  Loam  (Bench)  District,  to  date  50.0 
■Dcrcent  of  the  samples  clasfjod  from  reprosoiitativo  gins  have  been  l-l/s  inches  and 
longer.     In  the  Coastal  Plait .s  and  Kill  Districts  there  is  a  wider  dispersion  of 
staple  lengths.     To  date  24s7  percent,  37„2  percent  and  30o3  percent  of  tho  samples 
received  have  stapled  7/8  inches,  15/16  inches  and  1  inch  in  length,  respectively, 

A  report  on  the  quality  of  Arkansas  cotton  was  released  this  week  for  the 
first  time  this  season.    A  groat  deal  of  cotton  has  been  ginned  during  the  past 
week  in  the  Coastal  Plains  DibLriot  of  that  state  and  ginning  has  been  active  in 
the  Prairies  and  in  the  Mississippi  Bottoms, 

Staples  are  better  for  the  state  as  a  whole  and  in  each  major  soil  dis- 
trict than  at  tho  same  tine  one  jroar  ago^     This  year  on  first  report,  37.8  percent, 
21.8  percent  and  14*1  pcroont  have  boon  classed  in  the  lengths  1  inch,   I-1/I6  inch 
and  l~?/3  inch  rospocti^rcJy,  comparod  I'.ith  26?3  percent,   13.0  percent  and  4,4  per- 
cent in  these  rcspcctivo  staple  lengths  at  this  da  be  Last  season.     In  the  Coastal  , 
Plains  Disbrict  4£«5  poroont  has  stapled  1  inch  as  oDposcd  to  19.5  percent  last 
ycorp     In  Disbrict  Fj.vo,   oho  Prairioc,   54c5  percent  has  stapled  1  inch  as  opposed 
to  31,0  percent  to  this  date  last  year. 

Grades  continue  high  in  Mississippi  despite  scattered  rains.  Samples 
classed  on  the  l"lhito  Color  Standard  (Universal)  showd  7j:o2  percent  Middling  and 
bettor  in  gradoj     In  Arkansas  6C18  poi-co:rb  of  tno  sarirj^lc::-  clo.ssed  graded  Middling 
or  better  on  tho  same  standai-do  -For  MjPslsr^i'ipi  this  vreok,   33^8  porcent  of  tho 
samf  lco  classed  confer  "iCc?  to  bne  Revisod  Extra  Khibo  Color  3-i.and:.'.rds,  vmich  arc  now 
of fo c-.tive .     From  the  sampD.es  classed  from  Arkansas  36.j7  percont  were  Ex-cra  White, 
The  Extra  Y.'hibe  Color  Standards  as  no-v7  in  effcc;,  have  been  broadened  to  include 
a  greater  portion  of  the  very  whitotit  cobton  produced  in  ill],  sccujcns  of  the  Cotton 
Bolt,  especially  that  produced  on  the  alluvio.l  soils  of  the  Mississippi  Valley, 
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The  samples  classed  this  week  from  Mississippi  indicate  a  S^&ij^t.^^.ii^i/lt^'ti^'^ 
from  cotton  1-l/S  inch  and  loAc^ei-.    This  week  52,3  pei-cent  stapled  in  this  group, 
:;ontrasted  with  60.S  percent  for  last  week.    A.s  a  total  for  the  state,  however, 
33.3  percent  of  the  samples  classed  have  been  l'-]/S  or  longer,  contrasted  with  21.9 
percent  classed  in.  this  group  for  the  corresponding  week  one  year  ago.    For  the  en- 
r.ire  state  there  has  also  been  a  doterioriation  in  grades  from  last  week.    On  the 
Universal  l/Vhitc  Color  Standard  last  week  62. U  percent  of  the  samples  graded  Middtling 
and  above,  while  for  this  week  the  percentage  is  52.6  in  these  grades. 

In  the  Delta  of  Mississippi  92-9  percent  of  the  samples  classed  this  week  were 
I-I/2  inches  and  longer  opposed  to  97-7  percent  for  last  week.     In  the  Brown  Loam 
District  (The  Bench)  there  are  higher  percentages  for  this  week  in  1  inch  and  l~l/l6 
than  for  last  week  and  a  smt?ller  percentage  in  l-l/ S  inch.     In  the  Coastal  Plains 
and  Hill  Districts  the  sto.ples  register  somewhat  shorter  than  for  last  week  with 
27.3  percent  in  7/S  inch,  35*^  percent  in  I5/16  inch  and  2S.S  percent  in  1  inch. 

Samples  for  classification  have  been  received  in  liberal  quantity  from  a.ll 
Arkcansas  Districts  with  the  ezception  of  the  Northern  Ozarks  and  Oklahoma  Prairies, 
'.here  picking  is  not  yet  active.     Staples  for  the  State  are  noticeably  better  than 
'"or  the  same  date  last  year.    For  the  staples  1  inch,  l-i/l6  inch  and  l-l/ S  inch 
xA  longer,  the  percenta,ges  for  samples  classed  to  date  are  3S.7>  25. 1  and.  13^1  re- 
spectively, contrcasted  with  20.2  percent,  17-7  percent  and  2.6  percent  for  the  same 
ita.ples  respectively  last  year.    All  districts  are  shovdng      great  deal  of  im.prove- 
.lent  in  staple  length  over  last  sea,son.     'Ihcre  seems  to  be  a  bountiful  supply  of 
I  inch  staple  in  the  state  tnis  season.     To  date  '^9>7  percent,  Uy.U  percent  and  57-7 
percent  of  the  samples  classed  fiOx'n  the  Scutherr  Ozarks ,  the  Sandy  Coo-stal  Plains 
ind  the  Prairies ,  respectively .  ha\e  bc-erx  1  inc]\  in  length.    A  great  many  communities 
■'.n  Arlcansas,  and  in  fact  several  Co-'jncios,  noticeably  Falaski  and  Lonoke,  are  now 
Cairly  well  standardized  in  the  procucxlon  of  ''arieties  usually  roturnTrg  1  inch 
staple  length.     Grades  for  this  week  in  the  enii-e  sto.tfe  hare  been  53*0  percent 
liddling  and  better  on  T.hite  (Unirers^ j.)  Standards.     i:ue  to  somew.aat  fairer  weather 
■-han  that  prevailing  in  general  ovei  the  state,   the  grades  in  the  Sa.n<iy  Coastal 
?lains  are  higher  than  in  any  other  district..     To  datd  SU.y  percent  of  the  samples 
from  that  district  ha.ve  been  Middling  or  better. 

Five  percent  of  the  samples  classed  from  the  Mississippi  Bottoms  District  of 
.ij-kansas  have  been  untenderable  due  principally  to  low  gva,des  of  Spotted  cotton 
.-esulting  from  weather  dojnage  in  the  field.     In  the  Prairies  3.3  percent  of  the 
samples  classed  to  date  ha.ve  also  been  untenderable,  chiefly  on  account  of  the  same 
factor . 

The  first  report  of  the  season  for  Tennessee  was  released  today.  Samples 
classed  to  date  have  principally  been  received  from  the  M:ss:ss;ppi  Bottoms  and  the 
J-'o\7n  Loam  Belt.     The  first  report  for  Tennessee  was  released  last  year  on  Septem>er 
;Oth,  a  week  later  than  tcd-ay's  report.    As  has  been  tbi;  case  '.7ith  Mississippi  and 
"rivan.sas ,  the  staples  are  much  better  than  for  the  first  rep'^rt  o-p  last  ye^'.r.  T'v,.s' 
.-ep-rt  slows  3S.6  percent  l^/lo  inch  and  2f?.5  percent  1   ir. -n,  while  the  first  report 
last  3^oar  carried  29-7  percen::  and  17„0  percent  in  these  respective  staple  lengths « 
.Iso  c^.O  percenc  of  the  samples  have  stapled  I-I/16  inch  ana  l~l/"S  inch  versus  1.0 
lercent  in  these  lengths  for  last  year.     Staples  arc  somewhat  better  in  the  soil

Oi  the  somples  clr.ssed  ."ron  -ohe  Eru .vn ■  .iiO.-r'n  ■^■f  j.t  23  C  f  jr'^'jnt  hz-.ve  "been  1  inch  in 
length.     No  sanplcs  h^ve  been  c].ni-sod  v/tvicji  -nev^  u'ltenderaole  in  staple  and  hut  1.2 
percent  for  the  state  h;v'e  he^':.!  rir.tondura'jlo  in  f^rade .    This  "untenderahle  cotton  is 
accounted  for  chiefly  hy  jo;:  (<,T.::^les  01  iipobtec^.  Cotton  rhich  have  heen  caused  hy 
weather  darna,ge  from  rairs  hefore  picking. 

An  unusually  largo  pcrnenta;-:e  of  the  present  crop  in  the  States  of  the  Memphis 
District  is  stapling  1-1/ S  inch  r.nd  longer,     illsc  tlic  revised  Extra  White  Color 
standards  are  inclusive  of  a  Ir.rger  pei'Co;:trgc  of  the  0:^0^  than  v;a.s  antlcipa.ted. 
The  present  form  for  the  roloace  of  the  s  bati:,- bical  report  'dv.s  not,  therefore,  pro- 
vided for  full  itemization  of  the  longer  staples  and  the  Extra  ".Thite  Cotton.  The 
report  to  "be  released  on  Septemher  3^th  v/ill  "be  enlarged  to  include  a  listing  of 
the  1-3/16  inch  and  l-l/h  inch  and  longer  staple  leri-gths,  ac  v/ell  as  the  Extra 
.'"irhite  grades^ 
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To  dr.'tc  this  season  39.5  percent  of  the  samples  classed  from  Mississippi  have  con- 
formed to  the  new  Extra  Tnite  Color  Stand£\rds;    56.5  percent  to  the  l^ite  Color 
Standards  (Universal)  and  U.O  percent  to  Spotted  and  Yellow  Tinged  Standards.  In 
the  latter  group  practically  all  the  saiiples  classed  ho.vc  "been  Spotted  rather  than 
Icllow  Tinged.    Of  the  samples  classed  in  E::tra  TriThitc  Color,  H3.9  percent  ho.ve  "been 
Strict  Middling  or  "better  in  grade  and  Ul.O  percent  have  hcen  classed  in  these  grades 
on  the  Universal  "^^hite  Standard. 

To  date  53.7  percent  of  the  samples  for  the  state  ha.ve  stapled  1-1/8  inches  and 
longer.     Of  this  group  of  strplosi  to  date  5^*5  percent  have  been  l-l/ 8  ind'Es  in 
length;     3S.3  percent  have  hcen  I-3/16  inches  in  length  and  1.0  percent  l-l/^  inches 
and  longer  in  length. 

The  prep8,ration  of  sta,ple  cotton  (l-l/S  inches  and  longer)  from  Mississippi  has 
perhaps  "been  somewhat  helow  normal  this  seo.son  due  to  considerahle  rainfall  during 
the  early  picking  period.    3  preparation  has,  however,  included  7S.3  percent  of  the 
staple  cotton.    Less  than  1.0  percent  has  "been  good  enough  in  preptaration  for  desig- 
nation A,  wliich  applies  to  "better  than  normoJ  condition.    Ahout  20.0  percent  has 
"been  classed  in  C  propcara,tion  which,  is  descriptive  of  <a  condition  helov/  normal. 
Less  tiian  1.0  percent  of  the  staple  cotton  h£,s  "been  classed  hclow  C  preparation. 
Ark-ansas 

In  Arlcansas  to  date,  26,9  percent  of  srmples  classed  have  conformed  to  Extra  \^laite 
Color  Standards;    63.9  to  the  Universo-1  1,111  te  Standards  and  9 .2  percent  to  Spot  ted 
Yellow  Tinged.    The  principal  part  of  the  latter  group  is  spotted  cotton  resulting 
from  field  vrcather  damage,  which  has  run  as  high  as  1U.5  percent  of  the  saJirples 
classed  from  the  Mississippi  Bottoms  District.    District  Tvro,  the  Southern  Oza.rks, 
lias  also  run  high  in  spotted  cotton,  showing  7'7  percentage  of  the  saiirples  classed 
to  date.    Except  for  a  somewhat  higher  percentr.ge  of  spotted  cotton,  there  is  little 
change  in  the  grade  condition  from  last  week.    There  has  been,  hovrever,  a  lo?/or  per- 
centage of  1  inch  staples  in  the  s;.jiiples  classed  this  week  than  last.     The  decrease 
in  this  length  li£i,s  "been  most  marked  in  the  Southern  Ozarks  and  the  Sandy  Coastal 
Plains,

Only  13.9  percent  of  Tennessee  samples  have  been  classed  on  the  Extra  White  Stan- 
dards this  season.    Most  cotton  from  that  state  is  conforming  to  the  Universal  T'Jliitc 
Standard  with  a  slightly  increasing  quantity  being  classed  on  the  Spotted  Color 
Standard.     To  date  6.9  percent  h^s  been  classed  on  tlie  Spotted  Standard. 

There  has  been  a  slight  improvement  in  the  staple  of  tlic  cotton  ginned  this  week 
compared  with  last.    Most  of  the  improvement  has  been  in  District  Two,  the  EroT,7n 
Loam  Belt,  where  the  percentage  of  1  inch  cotton  increased  from  10.7  for  last  week 
to  16.0  percent   for  this  week.     The  quantity  of  I5/16  inch  staple  length  was  prac- 
tically unchanged  and  is  36,9  percent  of  the  samples  classed  to  date.    Grades  for 
the  State  are  good  and  76.6  percent  of  the  sarrples  classed  to  date  liave  been 
Middling  or  above.

The  State  of  Missouri  is  reported  on  for  the  first  time  this  week.  Practically 
no  cotton  from  this  state  has  been  classed  Extra  Vrnite.     The  grades  are  lower  tlia,n 
for  other  states  in  the  Memphis  District.     Only  37.0  percent  of  the  s?tmples  classed 
to  date  heave  been  Middling  or  better,    A  vjry  high  p(u-contage  of  the  s:^Apdes  are 
Spotted  and  30,S  percent  hx>.ve  been  classed  on  the  Spotted  Color  Stcandards,  The 
staples  arc  running  strongly  to  15/ I6  and  1  inch  with  3U,0  in  the  former  length  and 
52,0  percent  in  the  latter  for  all  samples  clo.sscd  to  date. 
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
